themfelves to a ftate of fiarving and 
beggery, while thofe of more art and 
courage become fharpers and thieves. 
To give a final blow to luxury, by a 
general prohibition, is not poflible. 
The mof effe€tual way to ftop the pro- 
grefs of vice is to remove the temptation. 
* Now what greater temptation can 
there be to voluptuoufnefs, than 2 
place where every fenfe and appetite 
of which it is compounded, are fed 
and delighted ; where the eyes are 
feafted with fhow, and the ears with 
mufic, and where gluttony and drunk- 
ennefs are allured by every kind of 
dainty ; nay, where the fineft women 
are expofed to view, and where the 
meaneft perfon who can drefs himfelf 
clean, may in fome degree mix with 
his betters, end thus perhaps fatisfy 
his vanity a3 well as his Jove of ples- 
fure? It may pofhbly be /2id that. 
thefe diverfions are checp: that is one 
objection to them :—Was the price as

confined. An evil which cannot be re- 
medied but by a total prohibition of this 
liquor ; aud i: is hoped no poltical rea- 
{on againit this prohibition can be fo 
itrong as_to countervail the prefervation 
of the morals, the health, and the be- 
ings of great part of the community. 
II. Gaming is the lait great evil 
which arifes from the luxury of the 
vulgar. A vice, the more dangerous as 
it is deceiful, and, contrary 10 every 
other fpecies of luxury, flatters ite vo- 
taries with the hopes of increafing their 
wealth; fo that avarice, which isa {e- 
curity againft other vices, is frequently 
an inducementto this. But :he greater 
part of adventurers having exhaufted 


their fund, their next ftep is to retrieve C 


their hopes; by furnifhing themfelves 
with another ftake on the highway, and 
how eafy is the tranfition from fraud to 
force, from a gamefter to a rogue! 
* Perhaps it is civil to (uppofe any tranfi- 
‘tion atall.” This vice may be fup- 
prefied by putting in execution the laws 
already in force againit it ; of which 
Mr F. has givena fuccinét, yet comp:e- 
henfive and judicious view. 

IV. Anotner caufe of freqrent robbe- 
ry isthe improper reguiation of the poor, 
elpecially that part of them who are 
abie*to work, but not willing, arifing 
partly from a defect inthe laws them- 
felve:, of which there are many inftan- 
ces ; pariiculariy, with refpeét to the 
houles of coriettion, which the legifla- 
ture have provided as a punifhment for 
the idle; for whatever thele houfes were 
intended to be, they are now no other 
than the {chool of vice, and common 
fewers of naftinefs and difeafe. For the 

etter segulation of the poor, which, 'ho’ 
con‘effed to be difficuli, is not impraéti- 
cable, the author has thought of a 
pian, and is ready to produce it when 
he fhail fee the leaft glimpfe of hope 
tat his labour in drawirg it out would 
not be ablolurcly thrown away. 

V. Receivers of flolen Gods, F0— 
Asother great encouragement to Theft 
of all kinds is the eafe and tafety with 
which ftolen goods may be dupofed of; 

»tor if a thief has made a boory of ary 
value, he is almoit {ure of feeing an ad- 


vertdement within a day or two, direct-* 


ing him \o bring the goods to a certain 
place. where he is to receive 2 reward, 
bkemetifnes the fu'l value of the booty, 
and wo guefiiens aked. A piactice, in 








the opinion of a learned judge, next to 
felony, and which in itfelf is fo fcanda- 
lous, and of fuch pernicious tendency, 
that an effe¢tual law fhould be contriv’d 
to prevent it; but if fuch a law fhould 
take p'ace, theré are brokers who will 
receive valuable goods at an eafy rate, 
and fatisfy their coniciences by telling a 
ragged fellow, or wench, that they 
hope they came honeffly by filver, and 
gold, and diamonds; and there are o- 
thers, who {corning fuch weak fubter- 
fuges, engage openly with thieves, and 
have warehoufes filled with ftolen goods 
both here and at Rotterc:m, whither 
they export their goods with prodigious 
profit, and as prodigious impunity ; all 
which comneeeh laft winter, in the exa- 
mination of Cordofa theFew. Theiaw, 
as it ftands at prefent, is ineffe€tual to 
cure this evil ; for the following reafon:: 

1. Receivers of ftolen goods are deem- 
ed acceflaries after the fad, {o that fuch 
offender cannot be tried till after the 
conviction of the principal. 

z. In petty larceny there can be no 
fuch acceffary, ‘the fta:ute confining it to 
fuch felonies as are to receive judgment 
of death, and juries having taken upon 
them to confider the value of goods as 
immaterial, and to find that what is 
fometimes proved to be worth feveral 
pounds,is of the value only of ten pence, 
the acceflary is difcharged, the publick 
injured, two excellent ate of parlia- 
ment are defeated, ané two milcreants

the tomb was broken down, and the 
body taken out of a coffin fo infcribed;

on the gallows, amidit an infinite crowd 
of fpeétators, almoft infeéted with the 
noifomenefs of the ftench. The fecreg 
being only amongft that abandoned few, 
there was no doubt in the reft of the 
people, but; the bodies, fo expofed, 
were the bodies they were faid to be;

HE unfavourable dry weather 
which happened in the fummer, 
aid the great number of Rice birds 
which followed, occafioned feveral jet- 
ters to be fentto Exg/and, that inftead 
of 100,000 barrels of rice for the mar- 
ket, which a. good year produces, there 
would not be above 60,000, tho’ fome 
new ground had been cultivated. Dif- 
ferent weather occafioned different ad- 
vices from the rice country: fo that 
foon after,a rain happening, |ctters came 
that there would be a very great crop ; 
again, ‘twas feared that the rain would 
be too much, and then their apprehen- 
fions of fcarcity again appeared in their 
Jetters: but warm weather accompanying 
thisrain, it helped fome crops more 
than it damaged others; and it is a- 
greed, that there will be 90,000 bar- 
rels produced in thisharveft. The rea- 
fon of making .prevyious computations 
of the rice harveft, is to give notice 
to our correfponcents that they may 








not fend too many fhips ; for if they 
have not a fpeedy loading, they mutt 
come higher up in the river, or be: abs 
liged to go to other colonies for freight 
——as many were obliged to do lait 
year. For if they lie in this harbour 
in the fummer feafon, their bottoms are 
eaten up to a horfey-comb by a kind: of 
worm, which does not moleft them 
in frefh water.

N the begioning of September, while 
the grain of the rice is yet foftand 
milky, innumerable flights of thefe 
birds arrive from {ome remote parts to 
the great detriment of the inhabitants. 
Anno 1724, an inhabitant near Aiey 
river had 40 acres of rice {> devoured by 
them, that he was in doubr, whether 
what they had left was worth the ex- 
pence of gathering in. 

They are.eiteemed in Carg/ina the 
greateft delicacy of all other birds: when 
they firlt arrive they are but lean, but 
in a few days, become jo exceilive far, 
that they fly fluggiflily, and with difi- 
culty; and when. fhoc frequently break 
with che fall ; they continue about 3 
weeks, and retire by that time the rice 
begins to harden. ¢ 

There is fomewhat. fo fingular and 
extraordinary in thisbird, thac I cannot 
pfs it over wi:hout notice. In Scptem- 
oer, when they arrive in infinite num- 
bers to devour the rice, they are al! 
hens, not being accompanied with any 
cocks. Obferving them to be all fea- 
thered alike, 1 imagined they were 
young of both fexes, not perfeéted in 
their colours; but by opening fome 
feores prepared for the {pit, 1 found 
them to be all. females; and, that 
mignt leave no room for doub’, I re- 
peated the fearch-of:cn, on many of 
them, but could never find a cock. at 
thac cime of the year. 

Early in the fpring, both cocks and 
hens make a traniient vifit together : at 
which time I made the like fearca as 
before, and both fexes were plainly dif- 
t nouifhable. The hen, which is pro- 
perly the rice-bird, is about the bignefs 
of a Jark, and coloured not unlike 1 jn 
the back: ‘The brealt and belly pale 
yeilow ; the bill firong and fharp point- 
ed and fhaped like moft others of the 
gZranivorous kind. This feems to be 
the bird defcribed by the name of 
Maya, in Wilbughly’s Appendix, p. 386. 
In September 1725, lying upon the ceck 
of athip ina bay, at Andros ifland, 1, 
and the company with me, heard three 
nights jucceiiively firghts of thefe birds 
{their note being plainiy diftinguifhable

fide down. We went afhore therefore, 
and walk’d over the carrying: place, 
having, befides the high and fteep fide 
of the river, 2 great hills to afcend one 
above theother.

place I faw above 200 Indians, moft of C dit in Canada ; the name of honour they 


chem belonging to the fix Nations, bufy 
in carrying yo a of furs, chiefly of deer 
and ber, over the carrying- place. You 
would be furpriz’d to fee what abun- 
dance of fuch things are brought every 
day over this place. An Indian gets 20 
pence for every pack he carries over, 
the diftance being 3 leagues. Half an 
hour paft 10 in the morning we came 
to the great fali, which I found as fol- 
lows. ; 

The river (or rather ftrait) runs here 
from S. S. E. to N. N. W. and the rock 
of the great fall croffes it, not in a right 
line, but forming almoit the figure of a 
femicircle or horfe-fhoe. Above the 
fall, in the middle of the river, is an 
ifland, lying alfo S.S.E. and N.N. W. 
or paralle] with the fides of the river ; 
jts length is about 7 or 8 French arpents 
(an arpent being 120 feet.) The lower 
end of this ifland is juft at the perpen- 
dicular edge of the fall. On both tides 
ef this ifland runs all the water that 
comes from the Lakes of Canada, viz. 
Lake Superior, Lake Mi/obigan, Lake 
Huron, and Lake Erie, which you know 
are rather {mall feas than lakes, and have 
befides a great many large rivers *hat 
empty their water into them, whereof 
the greateft part comes down this Nia- 
gara fall. Before the water comes to 
this ifland, it runs but flowly, compar’d 
with its motion when it approaches the 
ifland, where it grows the moit rapid 
water in the world, running with a 
furprizing fwiftnefs before it comes to 
the fall; it is quite white, and in many 
places is thrown high up into the air ! 
The greateft and ftrongeft battoes would 
here in a moment be turn’d overand e- 





give him there, is ux grand Menteur, or 
the great Liar; he writes of what he 
faw in places where he never was. 
*Tis true he faw this fall: But as it is 
the way of fome travellers to magnify 
every thing, fo has he done with regard 


p tothe fall of Niagara. ‘This humour of 


travellers, has occafioned me meny dif- 
appointments in my travels, having fel- 
dom been fo happy as to find the won- 
derful things that had been related by 
others. For my part, who am not 
fond of the marvei/ous, I like to fee 
things juft as they are, and fo to relate 


E them. Since Father Henzepin’s time, 


this fall, in all the accounts that have 
been given of it, has grown lefs and 
lefs; and thofe who have meatur‘d it 
with mathematical in{truments find the 
perpendicular fall of the wa:er to be ex- 
actly 137 feet. M. Moranarier,the king’s 


F engineer in Canada, told me, and gave 


it me alfo under his hand, that 137 feet 
was precifely the height of it; and all 
the French gentlemen that were prefent 
with me at the fall, did agree with him, 
without the leaft contradiétion: It is 
true, thofe who have try’d to meafure 
it with a line, find it jometimes 140, 
fometimes 1 50 feet,and fometimes more ; 
but the reafon is, it cannot that way be 
meafured with any certainty, the water 
carrying away the line. —— When the 
water is come down to the bottom of the 
rock of the fall, it jumps back to a very 
great height in the air; in other places

I got two young 
Frenchmen to g down, to bring me, 
from the fide of the fall at the bottom, 
fome of each of the feveral kinds of 
herbs, ftones,.and fhells, they fhould 
find there ; they return’d in a few mi- 
nutes, and I really thought they had 
fallen into the water: ‘They were ob- 
liged to ftrip themfelves quite naked, 
and hang their clothes in the fun to dry. 
When you are on the other, or eaft fide 
of Lake Ontario, a great many leagues 
from the fall, you may, every clear and 


Juft below a little way from the fall, the 
water is not rapid, but goes all in cir- 
cles and whirlslike a boiling pot ; which 
however does not hinder the Jndians go 
ing upon it in {mall canoes a fifhing ;

calm morning,fee the vapours of the fall G that is in the middle of the fall: Butan 


= in the air; you would think all the 
woods thereabouts were fet on fire by 
the’ Indians, fo great is the apparent 
fmoak. In the fame manner you may 
fee it on the welt fide of Lake Erie, a 
great many leagues off. Several of the 

renxch gentlemen told me, that when 
birds come flying into this fog or fmoak 
of the fall, they fall down and perifh in 
the water ; either becaufe their wings

accident that happen’d 12 years ago, of 
thereabouts, made it appear otherwife. 
The hiftory is this. T'wo Indians of 
the Six Nations went out from Niagara 
fort, to hunt upon an ifland that is in 
the middle of the river, or ftrait, above 
the great fall, on which: there ufed to 
be abundance of deer. They took fome 
French brandy with them, from the 


fort, which they tafted feveral times as 
¢ shey

they were going over the carrying-place; 
and when they were intheir canoe,they 
took now and then a dram, and fo went 
along up the ftrait towards the ifland 
where they propos’d to hunt; buat grow- 
ing fleepy, they laid themlelves down 
in the canoe, which getting loofe drove 
back with the fiream, farther and far- 
ther down till ic came nigh that ifland 
that is in the middle of the fall. Here 
one of them, awakéned by the noife of 
the fall, cries out to the other, that they 
were gone! Yer they tried if poflible 
to fave life. This band was nigheit, 
and with much working they got on 
fhore there. At firft they were glad; 
but when they had confider’d every 
thing, they thought themfelves hardly 
in a better ftate than if they had gone 
down the fall, fince they had now no 
other choice, than either to throw them- 
felves down the fame, or to perifh with 
hunger. But hard neceffity put them on 
invention. At the lower end of the if- 
land the rock is perpendicular, and no 
water is running there. The ifland has 
plenty of wood; they went to work 
then, and made a ladder or fhrouds of

the fort, and told the commandant. 
where two of their brothers were. He 
perfuaded them to try all poffible means 
of relieving the two poor Jndians ; and’ 
it was done inthis manner. The was‘ 
ter that rans on the eaft fide of this if-* 
land is fhallow, efpecially a little above 
the ifland towards the ‘eaftern fhore. 
The commandant caufed poles to be 
maie and pointed with iron: Two 
Indians took upon them to walk to this 
ifland by the help of thefe poles, to fave 
the other poor creatures or perifh them- 
felves. Phey took leave of all their 
friends as if they were going to death. 
Each had two fuch poles in his hands, 
to fet to the'bottom of the ftream, to’ 
keep them fteady. So they went and 
got to the ifland, and having ‘given 
poles to the two poor Jndians there,they 
all returned fafely to the main. . Thole 
two Indians who in the abovementioned 
manner were firft brought to this ifland, 
are yet alive. They were 9 days on 
the ifland, and almoit ftarved to death. 
—Now fince the road to this ifland' has 
been found, the Jndians go there often 
to kill deer, which have tried to crofs 


the bark of lindtree, (which is very D the river above the fall, and were driven 


tough and ftrong,) fo long “till they 
could with it reach the water below ; 
one end of this bark ladder they tied 
faft to a great tree that grew at the fide 
ef the rock above the fali, and let the o- 
ther end down to the water. ‘ So they 
went down along their new-invented 
ftairs, and when they came to the bot- 
tom in the middle of the fall, they reft- 
ed alittle; and as the water next below 
the fall isnotrapid, as beforementioned, 
they threw themfelves out into it, think- 
ing to {wim on fhore. I have faid be- 
fore, that one part of the fall is on one 
fide of the ifland, the other on the o- 
ther fide. Hence it is, that the waters 
of the two cataracts running againft 
each other, turn back againit the rock 
that is juit under the ifland. There- 
fore, hardly had the Indians begun to 
fwim, before the waves of the eddy 
threw them with violence againft the 
rock from whence they came. 
tried it feveral times, but at laft grew 
weary ; and being often thrown againit 
the rock they were much bruifed, and 
the ikin torn off their bodies in many 
places. So they were obliged to climb 
up their ftairs sgain to the ifland, not 
knowing what todo. After fome time 
they perceived /zdians on the fhore, to 
whom they cried out. Thefe faw and 


pity’d them, but gave them little hope 
of help: Yet they made hafte down to

upon the ifland by the ftream: But if 
the King of France would give me all 
Canada, 1 would not venture to goto 
this ifland; and were you to fee it, Sir, 
T am {ure you would have the fame fen- 
timent.—On the weft fide of this ifland 
are fome {mall iflands or ‘rocks of no’ 
confequence. The eaft fide’of the ri- 
ver is almoft perpendicular, the weft 
fide more floping. In former times a 
part of the rock at the fall which is on 
the welt fide of the ifland, hung over in 
fuch a manner, that the water whiclr 
fell perpendicularly from it, left a va- 
cancy below, fo that people could go 
under between the rock and the water ; 
but the prominent part fome years fince 
broke off and fell down.—The breadth 
of the fall, as it runs in a femicircle, is 
reckon’d to be about 6 arpents.

may as reafonably expect that the lamps 
in the ftreets of London muft keep the 
air of that city from freezing, in the 
coldeft weather, as that the heat of a 
thoufand comets fhould have that effect 
on thofe inrmenfely .extended {paces. 
Befides, cold and freezing are net-bare- 
ly the abfence of heat; for then the 
waters in the whole earth below the ac- 
tion of the fun’s rays would be only a 
felid body of ice; but cold and froft 
are occafioned by particles of a certain 
texture -infinuating betwixt the corpuf- 
cles of liquids, and, as wedges, ob- 
ftru€ting their motion, and deitroying 
their fluidity.: . But, as it is probable, 
that thefe frigorific particles belong only 
to our atmoiphere, no fenfible degree 
of cold can affect any liquids or fluids 
beyond the reach of that. I may add, 
that without doubt the conftitutions of 
the.inhabitants (if any there be) of e- 
very planet are adapted to their fituation 
as well asours. But, after all, it is 
probable, not to fay certain, that comets 
never vifit the; remote parts of our fyf- 
tem, nor mount up a tenth part, or, if 
Mr; Profeflor Bradizy’s numbers be re- 
ceived, not a hundredth part of the 
way. If they advanced towards the 
extremities, we might wait for their re- 
turns many thoufand years. 

As tolight; I enquire not how co- 
mets can {upply that. Our eyes indeed 
would be of no ufe with only the quan- 
tity of folar light enjoy’d by the inha- 
bitants of Saturn: And yet evenupon 
earth ome creatures are fo far from re- 
quiring the fame degree of light as the 
human {pecies, that daylight overpow- 
ers them, and the Hoating particlés of 
Jight, in the abfence of the tun, fuffici- 
ently afford all they have occafion for. 
So the eyes of the inhabitants of any 
planet, wherever fitua'ed, m-y be equally 
adapted to the degree of lignt that pla 
met enjoys (if that method of fenfation 
belongs to them as to us) as the vifion 
of different creatures on earth 1s fuited 
to different degrees of light. 

Mr Barlow in his folar f/tem ventures 
to people thofe diitant quarters of the 
univerie without being in the leatt 
frightned by cold ordarknefs. ‘‘ The 


interval betwixt the fun and the near- 
eft ftar is at leaft 700,000 millions 
of miles ; half of which may be fup- 
** pofed to belong to the folar fyftem: 
* she other half to the fyiiem of the far, 
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“* Then beyond the orbit of Saturn 
** isa vaft extent of fpace (nearly 450 
«© times as great as the diftancé betwixt 
** Saturn and the fun) wherein a 
‘¢ bly many hundred planets with their 
** attendants revolve about the fun ; 
“© none of which have yet been difco- 
** vered. Dr Bradley judges the 
“* diftance more than 40 times as great 
** asthat here propos'd,”” Whatagrand 
idea does this give of the immenfe 
extent of the folar fyftem, and of the 
numerous planets,as yet unknown to us, 
which pro bly fail in thofe remote 
regions !

t Note, This medal ,which is given annualiy, 
was the donation of Sir Godfrey Copley, Bart. 
who gave a fum of money to the Royal Society, 
the intereft of which he appointed annually to 
be difpofed of by truflees by him named, and 
after their deceafe by the prefident and council 
of the Roya! Society for the time being, to any 
perion that fhowld make any new dilcovery in 








bours. The firft was publifhed in 
1743, the fecond 1n 1747. They both 
contain, On 105 copper-plates, 12! 
birds, and four quadrupeds. The 4 


art or nature, or perform any other work that 
fhould be thought worthy of that favour. But 
the fociety judging it, of late years, more eli- 
gible and honourable to give this annual dona- 
tion in form of a medal, than to pay it in 
money, caufed a die to be cut, one fide of 
which has on it the donor’s name, &c. round 
it, and in the middle a device, viz. Minerva, 
with the fymbels of the fciences at her feet, 
holding the emblem of nature in her left-a:m, 
her right-arm being extended with a wreath of 
laurel in her hand ; and on her fhield are the 
arms of Sir Godfrey. The reverfe has on it 
the arms, creft, fupporters, motto, &c. of 
the Royal Society of London. A copy of this 


* medal, curioufly engraved, is placed under the 


gene-al title of his work, the lait part of 
whj <h is dedica’d to Goo,. 
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and 4th, befides 36 birds, exhibit 36 
beafts and reptiles, of which no exaét 
defcription hasappeared. The two laft 
may, like the two preceding, be bound 
in one volume of a moderate fize. 

Greater exaétnefs and tafte are not to 
be wifhed for, than are here feen in the 
prints with which this work is adorned, 
every bird being in its natural attitude 
and colours. The branches of the trees, 
ee and even the infeéts which he 

as placed near the birds, heighten the 
beauty of their plumage. But the 
point in which the great merit of this 
work confifts, is the beautiful colouring, 
which hinders us, at prefent, from giv- 
ing atruefpecimen. We have betore 
exhibited imitations in black and white 
of fome birds, and one beait, (See 
Vol. xx. p. 175,210, 80, 122.) we now 
give the three following : 

Fig. I. A double-headed {nake, near 
its natural bignefs. ‘The heads are. dif- 
tinét, joined together at the crania, and 
on the under fides, leaving room for 
the throat to come in between the two 
heads underneath; each mouth had teeth 
and a forked tongue. It was nor of the 
viper kind, there being no appearance 
of fangs. Thetops of the heads were 
covered with broad flattifh fcales, the 
neck flender, the body encreafing from 
it gradually to half its length, chen de- 
creafing to the tail, which is pointed ; 
the upper fide for the whole length was 
covered with fmall fcales, falling one 
over another, the belly with fingle feales 
ranged acrofs it, in the form of half 
rings. It was all over of a yellowith 
colour, without any {pots. This came 
from Barbadoes, and was faid to be 
taken out of an egg of the fize of a pul- 
let’s, by a man, who found it under 
ground as he was digging. It was 
brought Nov. 5, 1747, to the Royal So- 
ciety, and feems to be of the fame {pe- 
Cies as the yellow {nake, in S/oane’s Hitt. 
of Famaica. [Since Mr Edwards drew 
this, an Engii/b fnake was fhewn to 
him, with two heads feparate from each 
oer and the necks parting about an 
inch. 

Fig, lf. Reprefents a young lizzard 
coming out of the egg, the tail and hind 
leg appearing. The old lizzard (which 
MrEdwards has figured among others of 
uncommon f{pecies, with its ges and a 
young one) had 2 tails, and was brought 
trom Jamaica. The eggs are firkt white, 
of the fize in the Tue but grow 
brownbefore the young ones are perfect, 
which young are feen waapped up like 
young birds in the yolk, hanging to 


’ 
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their navel, and are at firft brown, but 
when a little grown, aregreenifh. Pe- 
ter Collinfon,Eiq; has avery large one, im 
his collection with a double tail. 

Fig. Il]. is called by Mr Edwards 
the Rbband Fifh ; it is about 3 4ths lefs 
than the common fize, which is 6 inches 
in length. Ic is brown on the back, 
whitifh on the belly, the fins and tail 
are of a dufky colour, it hath a ciscle 
round the eye, and a black fpot between 
the noftrils; it hath aJfo abroad black 


B lift ranning round the head, and pafling 


thro” the eyes ; it hath two other black 
or dufky lifts, bordered with white, the 
firft pafling a little obliquely below the 
head, the other from the long fin on thé 
back quite thro’ the tail, which makes 
the fifh appear as if it were bound with 
ribbons; 1s figure will beft appear by 
the cut, except that the belly is the 
broadeft part, and the body grows gra- 
dually chinner towards the back, which 
terminates in a ridge; it was brought 
trom the Caribéece iflands, and is in pof- 
feffion of ames Theobald, Efq; F.R. S. 

Fig. IV: is the fucking fith, it faftens 


D itfelt to the fides of larger fifhes by the 


flat part on the crown of its head, and 
Mr Edwards believes that part is formed 
for progreflive motion, as in fnails, the 
mouth being fo formed as totouch the 
fides of the fifh to which it faitens, it 
feems to be without fcales, is all over of 
a dark afh colour,and has fome tran{verfe 
furrows on its fides.

the hifs of ignorance, and the clamour 
of popularity. They have all been fo 
much engaged in deitruétion, that they 
have neglected defence, and by mutual 
hoitiluies have demolifhed thole dut- 
works whictt veneration had ratied: for 
their fecurity, and laid themfelves open 
to invaders, by whom every region of 
fcience is equaily laid watte. 

There paffes between men of diffe- 
rent fludies ‘and ‘profeffions a conftant 
raciprocation of reproaches. The col- 
le€ior of fhells and ftones wonders at 
the folly of him who paftes leaves and 
flowers upon paper, pleaies himfelf wich 
colours that are perpetually fading, and 
amafies withcare what cannot be pre- 
ferved. “The hunter of infeéts ftands 
amazed that any man can waite fo 
much of his fhort time upon lifelefs 
matter, while many tribes of animals 
are yet nezleéted. Every one’ is incli- 
ned not onlyto promote his‘own ftudy, 
but to exclude al! others from regard ; 
and having heated his imagination with 
fome. favouriie ‘perfuit, wonders that 
the reit of mankind are not feized with 
the fame pailion. 

There are many fubjeéts of ftudy 
which feem but remotely allied to nfe- 
fu) knowledge, and are of little impor- 
tance to happinefs or’ virtue ; nor is it 
eafy to forbear fome fallies of merri- 
ment, or expreffions of pity, when we 
fee a man wrinkled with attention, and 
emaciated with diligence,in the invefti- 
gation of queftions never to be refolved, 
and of which, without any vifible harm, 
the world may expire in ignorance. 
Yet it is dangereus to difcourage any 
well intended !abours, or fuppreis any 


innocent curiofity ; for he who. is.em-. 


ployed in fearches, in the leaft degree 
trending to the benefit of life, is furely 
laudable, in comparifon of thofe who 
{pend their time :n counteracting happi- 
nels, and filling the world with wrong 
and danger, confufion and remorfe; and 
no man can perform fo littie, as not 
tohave reafon to congratulate himfelf 
on his merits, when he beholds the 
multitudes that live in total idlenefs, 
and have never yet endeavoured to be 
ulefy!. 

It is impoffible to determine the 
limits of any enquiry, or to forefee 
what confequences any difcovery may 
produce. He who fuffers not his facul- 
ties to lie torpid, has a chance, what- 
ever be his employment, of doing good 
tohis fellow-creatures. ‘There are pro- 
bably in every part of nature powers 
and qualities yet undifcovered, which 


might be applied to. the advantage of 
mankind, but which can never 
known without the labour of experi- 
ment. He who firft ranged the woods 
in fearch of medicinal {prings,or climb- 
ed the mountains for falutary plants, 
has undoubtedly ‘merited the gratitude 
of potterity, how much foever his 
frequent mifcarriages might excite the 
{corn of his contemporaries. If what 
appears little be univerfally defpifed, 
nothing great can be attained; for 
whatever is great was at firft little, and 
rofe to its prefent bulk by gradual accefli- 
ons, by fucceflive improvements,and ac- 
cumulated labours. 

Those who lay out their time or their 
money inaffembling matter for contem- 
plation, and forming repofitories of 
natural or artificial rarities, are furely 
entitled to fome degree of refpeét. For 
though ina flight of gaiety it be ealy 
to ridicule their treafure, or ina fit of 
fullennefs to defpife it; though aman 
goes not away much illuminated by 
having enjoy’d the privilege of handling 
the tooth of a fhark, or the paw of a 
white bear ; yet it muft be confeffed that 
there is nothing more worthy of admira- 
tion than the ftruéture of animals, by 3 
they are qualified to fupport lite in the 
particular elements or countries to 
which they are appropriated : and of 
all natural produétions it muft be con- 


E feffed, that they exhibit evidences of 


infinite wifdom, bear their teftimonies 
to the fupreme reafon, and excite in the 
mind new raptures of admiration, and 
new incentives to piety. 

To colleé& the produétions of artand 
examples of mechanical {cience or manu- 
al ability, is unqueftionably ufeful, even, 
when the, things themfelves are of 
{mallimportance, becaufe it is always 
advantageous to know how far the hu- 
man powers have proceeded, and how 
much experience has fhewnto be within 
the reach of diligence. It is natural for 
idlenefs and timidity to defpair without 
being overcome, and to forbear at- 


G tempts for fear ot being defeated ; and 


itis neceffary for the invigoration of 
faint endeavours, to be able to, prove 
what has been already performed ; for 
though it may fomtimes happen that 
the greateft inftances of ingenuity have 
been exerted in trifles,yet the fame prin- 
ciplesand the fame expedients may be 


Happlied to more important purpofes, 


and the movements which put into 
action machines of no other ufe but to 
raife the wondey of ignorance, may be 
employed to din fens, or manufacture 
metals,

thin Such e ey as this, will

py- But if, initead of thefe endow- 
ments, menare taken into places of ¢ru/ 
and power, not for merit but for favour, 
not hecaufe they are either fit for them,

Tt is to 
be hoped, you will recolleét, that there 
is no guilt in pubdi/bing, if the thing pub- 
lithed be innocent; that if, inftead of 
Innuendoes, you had even plain Englif 
before you, (which is indeed the only 
thing that ought to be tried in any court, 
except the Inguifstion) you ought to be 
directed by the truth or falfhood of the 
matter fuggefted on/y. For, if we have 
nota right to publifh truth, as the law- 
yers maintain, there is no fuch thing as 
the Liberty of the prefs, and we pride our- 
felves upon a phietens only: And yet,’ 
I will be bold to fay, this country owes 
more to the /iberty of the prefs, than to 
the triumphs of moft of her genera/s. It 
is to be hoped, you will fdiftinguifh be-

cal defeription of feveral chronic and acute dif- 
tempers, he makes this elegant tranfition : 


O cou!d thy lenient wave thus charm to peace 

That fiercer fiend Hl-nature ; Argus-like, 

Whofe eyes ftill open watch th’ unwary fteps 

Which tread thy margin,and whofe fubtle brain 

To real mifchief turns ideal ills. 

Bat not thy ftream ne¢tareous, nor the {miles 

Of rofy-dimpled Innocence can charm 

That monfter’s rage : dark, dark as midnight 
damps, 

And ten times deadkier, fteals along unfeen
